Socisty’s Best Fair,

The intense heat came in for more
or less comment from about every
Person on the grounds, but it seemed
in no way to milltate against every-
one having a good time and making
the most ‘of his opportunity to enjoy
what is undoubtedly the best fair the
society has in many years.
